Withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the 
above -identified application pursuant to 37 CFR §1.181 and 
section 711.03(c) of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure 
is respectfully requested - for the following reasons: 

The present application was filed in the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on October 25,
